Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 9-1 9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 9-18 are allowable because the prior art alone or in combination 

does not teach or fairly suggest a stylus for a pen-based computer comprising 
two or more arms on a body which assume a spread/protruding position when 
the stylus is removed from a pen slot, and maintain a pinched/receding position 
when placed in the pen slot, taken in combination with the other claimed 
features. 

Claim 19 is allowable because the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach or fairly suggest a stylus for a pen-based computer comprising a 
gripping area which is made of pliant material which contracts when placed in a 
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pen slot and expands when removed from the pen slot, taken in combination with 
the other claimed features.
